THE CITY HALL. 

Wo are somewhat suri>rised to observe 
»n effort: to commence work on the City 
Hall. It is proposed to erect a wing at 
first, and to follow with the main build- 
ing os the circumstances of tho City will 
admit. The movement iB regretablo, and 
will bo more bo should it prove success- 
ful. The present offices aro not in every 
rsspect desirable 01' convenient; but they 
aro as good as tho City can afford, and aro 
on improvement on tho quarters that were 
occupied by tho City Corporation in moro 
prosperous times. Every dollar of tho 
revenue that can bo spared from stroot ro- 
pairs Bhould bo applied in the extension 
of tho water-mains to tho remotest quar- 
ter of the City limits; after that drainage 
ought to occupy the attention of the City 
Fathors. When a plontifuT supply of 
wator and an efficient system of drainage 
Bball have been provided, whon streets 
and sidewalks have been put in tho high- 
est stato of cleanliness aud repair; when 
gis-lnmps shed tuoir warm and friondly 
rays on tho path of tho belated wayfarers, 
and when the debt that will havo been 
incurred on wator and drainage accouut 
shall have beau cousiclorably reduced, 
then will tho time havo arrived for in 
dulging in tho luxury of a new City Hall. 
All tho desiderata wo havo mentioned are 
primo necessaries. They are to tho City 
what bread and meat are to the human 
organization. A grand City Hall at this 
tide in our affairs would be like cham- 
pagne to an undorfod workingman— good 
for a spurt; but of no practical value. Tho 
erection of a wing at this time would, we 
fear, inaugurate an extravagant and (at 
prosont) undesirable, because unneces- 
sary work. Tho City Fathors must culti- 
vate the virtue of patience, and should 
"despise not the day of small things." In 
any caso, thoy should not lay out a single 
dollar on a Hall until they have obtained 
the consent of a mnjoriiy of tho Rate- 
payers. 



The Proposed Douglas omorial. 

Editor Colonist:— I observe a Douglas 
memorial scheme is launched through 
this morning's newspapers, towards which 
tho whole publio throughout, possibly 
beyond, the province aro to be invitod to 
contributo. 

A j one desirous of participating in the 
creation of a fitting memorial, it ia with 
no little pain that I feel compolled to take 
exception to tho scheme now proposod. 
To bo worthy of tho occasion, and to 
possess a claim upon the general publio, 
any memorial of the kind must be thor- 
oughly public in its nature— free, too, 
from all religious and political schism. 

A memorial window placed iu Christ 
Church cathedral could not possibly, I 
respectfully submit, present those condi- 
tions. As a congregational memorial, 
it would no doubt be very proper; and tho 
cathedral, priests and people might pos- 
sibly ease their consciences by erecting 
such. But upon wliat principle those 
ontsido of that particular congregation 
are expected to contribute towards this 
cathedral window, I urn at a loss to com- 
prehend. 

Doubtless it is in contemplation by the 
congregation of the church in which Sir 
James Doaglas found refuge in his last 
years, died and was buried, to erect a 
similar memorial; and with equal, even 
greater, show of reason, might the general 
publio be called ut'on to contributo to- 
wards it. But no such memorials, how- 
ever appropriate iu their way and sphere, 
can bo considered public in that sense 
which would justify tho appeal now about 
to be made. 

Tho congregation of the cathedral may 
havo an ambition to possess, at tho pub- 
lic expense, a handsome window, although 
it is open to question whether a twelve 
hundred dollar window in that building 
would not laugh at all tho other windows; 
but unless they make the appeal tn forma 
pauperis, it in difficult to understand upon 
what ground a general response is to bo 
expected. 

PUBLICOIiA. 

Editor Colonist; — Yesterday I noticed 
some prominent members of this com- 
munity going round solictiug subscrip- 
tions for u testimonial to tho memory of 
the lato Sir James Douglas, said testi- 
monial to take the form of a stained glass 
window, to be erected in Christ Church 
Cathedral. 

That it would be well to erect some 
public memorial to tho lato Sir James; 1 
imagine no one in this place will deny; 
but I feel sure that many of tho inhabitants 
Will havo serious objections to tho form 
proposed, irbich to an unbiased mind ap- 
pears rather like a cheap way of decor- 
ating Christ Church Cathedral at tho pub- 
lio expense. 

A utfttue or a fountain, or some mem- 
orial of that sort, erected iu some public 
place, such as tho front of tho Govern- 
ment Buildings, would, in my opinion, 
bo a fur more fitting tribute of rospect to 
one so universally respected as the lato 
Sir James Douglas, and would bo far 
more likely to bo subscribed for by peo- 
ple of all creeds and nationalities.

— In your to-day's 
issue I observe an advertisement solicit- 
ing subscriptions for the purpose of erect- 
ing a memorial window to tho memory of 
the late Sir James Douglas, K.O.B. 

I think it much to bo regretted that a 
matter which ought to be of general Col- 
onial concern should havo been reduced 
to a mere effort to ornament a church of 
which tlio lato Sir James if as not ovou a 
member, and that tho groat publio man 
and colonial benefactor Bbould,as it were, 
bo shrouded, hidden, and submerged, a 
mere private individual being substituted 
in liia plftoe. 



Publio flien ought to lwve, if at tho 
publio exponso, public monuments— mon- 
uments placed in a conspicuous situation, 
and not in a sectaiian place of worship. 
The moment it is proposod to phico a 
memorial to a public man in a sectarian 
church, there immediately arises a re- 
ligious animosity and opposition. Brit- 
ish Columbia does not possess any West- 
minster Abbey or Si Paul's, where the 
great may lio iu honor. Christ Church 
is no nioro than any other church in 
British Columbia, and can claim no dis- 
tinction for this purpose What I wish 
chiefly to remark is, that a local move- 
ment of this character will destroy all 
hope of any united action for a public 
monument, should tho public deem tho 
late Sir James Douglas worthy of that 
honor. A paltry window, which may at 
any time be destroyed, is unworthy of 
British Columbia. In a colony a monu- 
ment in n seotsrian chinch is a mere sec- 
tarian memorial. I may state that tho 
lato Sir James Douglas was not u mem- 
ber of that church, and further, that ho 
regarded with abhorence Apostolical 
succession, tho usoa made thereof and tho 
ovils arising therefrom. Further, that 
ho used in his own house tho prayer 
book of tho Reformed Church; and 
that not oven his groat and well- 
known friendship- for Bishop Cridge, 
or ovon tho idea of being disowned as a 
St-hismatic, would havo induced him in 
any way to swervo from his religious 
principles. But the public have to do 
with the lato Sir James iu his public ca- 
pacity and not in his private character. 

I may state, in conclusion, thatthe family 
of tho lute Sir James Douglas know no- 
thing of tho proposition until thoy saw it 
advertised iu your columns this morning.

Tho miuos at Mission Creak prospect 
indifferently, MoDougal'a is the only 
claim that pays wages. Pour half-breeds 
aro employed on this claim, and if thoy 
rnako wages — say, S ; i a day, oxporionoud 
miuors would make S10. Tlioro aro only 
four white mon on this creek. 

MISSION VALLEY 

Is located very pleasantly among tho 
mountains, and tbcro aro sovoral comfort- 
able farms clustered and scattered ovor 
the plain. Mr. Ely's farm and store aro 
both paying institutions — tho farm is well 
stocked with oaltlo, the store with all man 
wants iu tho way of food and clothing, 
and lots of what man could do without— 
brandy. I think there are fifteen or 
twenty homes in this valley. I camped 
at midday at the end of tho valley near 
tho hou*o of Mrs. Posi.il, and went ia to 
buy some things I was short of, and I 
must say tho ownors of this house aro as 
hospitable as their place seems comfort- 
able. 

OKANAOAN 

Commences horo. As you proceed, you 
porooive its lakes and plaius are broad 
and wide. 'Che lako is a grand ehoet of 
water. Tho Vernon farm is beautifully 
located among rolling hills and wide 
plains covered with that fat producing 
horb wo call bunch-grass. A hun- 
dred aud fifty acres of ripening groin 
horo is evidence that civilization is pro- 
gressing in solitude. From Vernon's to 

CHERRY CREEK 

is 'about thirty-five miles, over a good, 
now trail. Mr. Dawson, tho geologist, 
was at this crock as I arrived. He thinks 
highly of tho silver oro and lead on this 
oreok, aud expresses his opinion after 
seeing tho rocks of tho creek and tho 
mountains that the creek and district aro 
gold-bearing. Thero are two claims that 
pay more thuu wages, and judging from 
tho expanse men aro going to in bring- 
ing water to hill claims, you must con- 
clude that they havo had vory good pros- 
spects.

Tho next 
farm belongs ti L. Campbell, and judging 
from tLo foncing the farm must be an ex- 
tensive one. His. grain crops aro lino and 
bo aro his cattle, his new house, just fin- 
ished, would bo considered a good sample 
of a fiiia farmhouse iu any country. Tho 
first view of 

KAMLOOPS 

as tho stago drives in tlioro improssos you 
with an important idea of the place. A 
fino steamboat, unehorod within 50 yards 
or so of Spelmnn & Anderson's well kept 
hotel, and just getting up steam to start 
for Havana's Ferry, makes tho stranger 
think i here is business going on hero. Ou 
arriving one of tho Railway Survey par- 
tics was making a survey through the 
principal and only street of this town. 

THE INDIAN COMMISSIONERS 

Bra busily employed iu this locality trying 
to make satisfactory arrangements with 
the natives, who arc, I am told, very un- 
reasonable in tboir demands.

them with unoccupied lands. It is to bo 
hoped thoy will, for the peoplo of tho dis- 
trict aro alarmed at present by tho gloomy, 
dissatisfied look and man nor of tho na- 
tives. Tho fact is tho people aro doubt- 
ful of thoir soomiug peaceful manner and 
fear that a slight provocation would in- 
duce thom to use tho scalping-knifo. Kam- 
loops appears tho centre of au agricultur- 
al and grazing country. Tho waters of 
tho navigable lakes anil rivers that flow 
by it will always allord tho farmer at a 
distance the cheapest possible way of for- 
warding his produce to this place, and 
must, in time, add to tho prosperity of 
Kamloops and its neighborhood,
